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In a period of propaganda for and against almost every cause, and in view 
of the frequent misrepresentation of the position of anyone dealing with present- 
day problems, may I state my own position?. It will be found briefly outlined on 
the enclosed card (which is never passed for signature) and amplified in my 
pamphlet, ”Religion and Social Justice* 11 Among other things I stand for the 
following five-fold practical application of the Christian gospel, personal and 
social: 

1* To live simply and sacrificially* 

2* To practice brotherhood toward all. 

3* To make peace where there is strife; seeking to outlaw war, and 

substituting a positive program of international justice and goodwill 
4* To redeem the social order, replacing its evils by the patient building 
of the Kingdom of God on earth by spiritual means* 

5* To rediscover the religion of Jesus in greater fullness and power as the 

deepest need of our own day* 

In my message to students I challenge them to maintain no relations with their 
fellows, men or women, which violate absolute purity or debase-the divine value of 

personality* I have been forced to deal with sex problems by the serious and 

growing need among students today* My position is stated in “Religion and Social 
Justice”, pages 68 to 86, and will be further amplified in M Sex and Youth”, 
ready by March 1928* 

I do not believe in a vain taboo of silence on these difficult subjects, but 
advocate sane sex education in the home, school and college, given as a normal, 
natural part of life. I would seek to avoid both the danger of a too-repressive 
puritanism on the one hand, and on the other of the pagan promiscuity of sensual 
and selfish sex gratification at present threatening some of our youth under the 
guise of “petting”* I have never endorsed nor believed in trial marriage and 
would repudiate “free love 11 in every form* I believe in monogamic marriage and the 
Christian home as the foundation of society* I believe that a return to Jesus” way 
of life is the deepest need of the world today*

We believe that according f the life and 
teaching of Jesus, the supreme task of mankind is 
the creation of a social order, the Kingdom of 
God on earth wherein the maximum opportunity 
shall be afforded for the development and enrich¬ 
ment of every human personality; in which the 
supreme motive shall be love; wherein men shall 
co-operate m service for the common good and 
brotherhood shall be a reality in all of the daily 
relationships of life. 



















IV 

We must, therefore, endeavor to transform 
such unchristian attitudes and practices as now 
hinder • fellowship: extravagant luxury for some, 
while many live in poverty and want; excessive 
concentration of power and privilege as a result 
of vast wealth in the hands of- a few; monopoly 
of natural resources for private gain; autocratic 
control of industry by any group; production for 
individual profit and power rather than for social 
use and service; arrogance and antagonism of 
classes, nations and races; war, the final denial of 
brotherhood. 

V 

We believe that in the spirit and principles of 
Jesus is found the way of overcoming these evils, 
and that within the Christian Church there should 
be a unity of purpose and endeavor for the 
achieving of a Christian social order. By means 
of fellowship in thought and prayer we come to 
understand the point of view of those who differ 
from us, make possible new discoveries of truth, 
and aid one another in the solution of common 
problems. We believe that social changes should 
be effected through educational and spiritual 
processes, especially by an open-minded exam¬ 
ination of existing evils and suggested solutions, 
full discussion and varied experimentation. We 
pledge ourselves to vigorous activity in seeking 
by these means a solution of the social problems 
which we face. 


VI 

The Fellowship functions through personal 
contact, correspondence, group meetings and~ pe¬ 
riodic conferences—local, sectional and national. 
Plans for action resulting from these conferences 
will, so far as possible, be carried out through 
existing organizations, or in some manner inde¬ 
pendent of the Fellowship, since its office is not 
administrative or legislative. The Fellowship 
does not plan to conduct classes, open forums, 
conferences or kindred activities for non-members, 
nor to pass resolutions of any sort or go on record 
as endorsing or disapproving any special program 
or practice. 

VII 

In our desire to avoid over-organization, the 
structure of the Fellowship has been made as 
simple as possible. There is a National Commit¬ 
tee of 50 members, an Executive Committee of 
20 members, an executive secretary, and a con¬ 
vener of each local group. The members of 
each group shall meet together from time to 
time without formal organization. The mini¬ 
mum of necessary expense is met by voluntary 
gifts. 

VIII 

Men and women who agree with the princi¬ 
ples outlined herein, and who desire to co-oper¬ 
ate with those of like mind and purpose, are in¬ 
vited to become members of the Fellowship for a 
Christian Social Order.

University “Y. W.” Takes Ac¬ 
tion Following Request from 
President Trotter 


CAUSED TOO MUCH TURMOIL 


and Among Local Organiza¬ 
tions Caused Cancellation 


Kirby Page, editor of “The 
World Tomorrow,” a liberal maga¬ 
zine. will not deliver an address 
here this week under the auspices 
of the Young Women's Christian 
Association of the University as 
had been scheduled because an 
executive request to the Y. W. C. 

A. authorities to cancel the en¬ 
gagement, was complied with. 

President Frank B. Trotter yes- . 
terday confirmed the report that 1 
he had requested the “Y. W.” to 
cancel the Page engagement here 
because it had resulted in “such 
turmoil on the campus” and in 
other quarters here. The Ameri¬ 
can Legion post here and other or¬ 
ganizations opposed his appear¬ 
ance. Dr. Trotter said that he had 
no kno wled ge of a telegram re - 
ported to have been sent here by 
Governor Howard Gore requesting 
tha the Page engagement be can¬ 
celled. 

Among the “charges” against 
Page by ihosV who opposed bis ai - 
yrearentc here are his advocacy of 
the abolition of war through con¬ 
certed refusal of the Christian 
church and Christian church mem¬ 
bers to support war or participate 
In it; membership in the Fellow¬ 
ship of Reconciliation, alleged to 1 
be composed of members of the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
and Communist-controlled; recog¬ 
nition of Soviet Russia; transfor¬ 
mation of the un-Christian atti¬ 
tudes which make possible the ex¬ 
tremes of luxury and poverty; pro¬ 
duction for social use and service 
rather than for individual profit; 
opposition to military prepared¬ 
ness; admission that he is an ab¬ 
solute pacifist and his close asso¬ 
ciation with “pronounced reds.” 

Students Are Divided 

Marked opposition to the ap¬ 
pearance here of Page has' been 
manifested for the past 10 days 
and, according to the Athenaeum, 
the University campus newspaper, 
student factions were sharply 
divided. His address here was to 
have been upon the subject of “In¬ 
tolerance.” 

Page was born in Texas in 1S90 
and received liis collegiate degrees 
from Drake, University of Chicago, \ 
Columbia, and Union Theological 
Seminary. He is an ordained min¬ 
ister in the Disciples of Christ and 
has filled several pastorates. Dur¬ 
ing the World War, he did Y. M. 

C. A. work in France and the Brit¬ 
ish Isles and he has been engaged 
in evangelistic campaigns with 
Sherwood Eddj% the distinguished 1 
Christian worker among college 
men and women, in America, 
China, Japan, and Korea. Since 
1921, Page has been lecturing and 
writing. He is the author of a 
number of books and pamphlets 
having large circulation and a 
former pastor of Christ Church in 
New York City. He is on a speak¬ 
ing tour of the country at the pre¬ 
sent time and is said to have de¬ 
livered addresses to more than 200 
institutions of higher learning dur¬ 
ing the past year.

Mr. Page is thus out¬ 
lawed.

American 
citizens have a right, constitutionally guaranteed, to

J p or (unity* to bo heard does not necessarily abridge 
‘ his rights in this respect, but It does measure the 
abridged capacity of those who opposed him to 
1 countenance other viewpoints. Page’s cause has 
been considerably exalted by the act. 

The fact that the views of the self-styled 100 
percenters cannot stand a little rostrum opposition 
is far more damaging than anything Mr. Page might 
have said. Nobody yet has ever crushed truth. If 
Mr. Page ia wrong, his views will never prevail. If 
he is right, all the suppression in the world cannot 
kill their final victory.

“Ere the Community Is Burned” 



ILL the editor of The World Tomorrow say 


* * that Socialism is quite a different thing than 
Communism ?” asks Mr. Fred R. Marvin, Editor of 
the Daily Data Sheet of The Key Men of America. He 
then answers his own question: “Socialism and Com¬ 
munism are one and the same thing so far as objec¬ 
tives are concerned. . . Socialism is Communism and 
Communism is Socialism.” His authority for this 
statement is a quotation from Morris Hillquit. Mr. 
Marvin’s inquiry is the outgrowth of our recent edi¬ 
torial on the Fort Wayrie case, where two Y. W. C. A. 
secretaries were forced to resign because of member¬ 
ship in the Fellowship of Reconciliation. The original 
charge against these young women was that in being 
members of the F. O. R. they were affiliated with a 
communist-controlled organization. We produced evi¬ 
dence that only one communist has membership on any 
of the governing committees of the Fellowship. 

Both communism and socialism have many different 
meanings. The early Christians of Jerusalem were 
communists. “The believers all shared everything they 
had with one another, and sold their property and be¬ 
longings, and divided the money with the rest, accord¬ 
ing to their special needs.” The Bolsheviks of Russia 
are also communists. Yet in many fundamental re¬ 
spects these two groups differ as widely as the poles. 
Socialism likewise has different meanings. There is 
much truth in the statement made by a conservative 
some decades ago: “We are all socialists now.” The 
government printing office is a socialistic enterprise. 











In this same category are the post office, the Panama 
Canal, government shipping, public schools, public 
parks, and a thousand other public undertakings. 

Communists believe in state operation of'post offices 
and in public schools; most capitalists do also: there¬ 
fore, capitalists are communists. If this is valid reason¬ 
ing then it is easy to prove that communism and social¬ 
ism are identical. Every group on earth has much in 
common with every other group. Socialism and com¬ 
munism are agreed on many points, just as communism 
and capitalism have much in common. If by a com¬ 
munist is meant a person who is a member of the Com¬ 
munist Party or in sympathy with its objectives and tac¬ 
tics, and a socialist is a person who is a member of the 
Socialist Party, or in sympathy with its objectives and 
tactics, then it is utterly false to say that a socialist 
and a communist are the same. As a matter of fact, 
communists are debarred from membership in the so¬ 
cialist parties of the United States, England } Germany, 
and many other countries. Morris Hillquit, Ramsay 
MacDonald, and other socialist leaders are hated and 
anathematized by Moscow as bitterly as are Calvin 
Coolidge and Stanley Baldwin. Most of the leaders 
of the old party in Russia which most nearly corre¬ 
sponds with the socialist party of this country are in 
jail or in exile. There is undying enmity between the 
Third (Communist) International and the Second (So¬ 
cialist) International. The reasons for this hostility 
are apparent when one examines the platform of the 
Communist Party. Three of its main planks are, (i) 
the violent overthrow of capitalism, (2) the dictator¬ 
ship of the proletariat, (3) propaganda on behalf of 
a violent world revolution. Socialist parties reject all 
three and rely upon change by parliamentary and other 
peaceful methods. 


To the contention that communism and socialism are 
alike because both are opposed to the present capitalist 
system, we would simply point out that so is the re¬ 
ligion of Jesus. But this does not make the latter iden¬ 
tical with communism. For centuries Christians have 
been praying, “Thy Kingdom come, thy will be done on 
earth.”. Each time we pray this prayer we are pray¬ 
ing that the capitalist system may be changed, for it is 
beyond question that when the Kingdom of God comes 
on earth, it will not resemble the present economic 
order, with all its greed, cruelty, strife, and warfare. 
It is one thing to seek to modify the existing social 
system by peaceful means and quite a different thing to 
advocate the use of violence. 

The Fellowship of Reconciliation is not a socialist 
organization. Some of its members are socialists but 
the majority are not. The F. O. R. is committed to 
Jesus’ way of life and consequently is seeking to change 
those aspects of the present social order which are in 
violation of his spirit and teaching. The chief charac¬ 
teristic of the Fellowship is its devotion to the principle 
of overcoming evil with good and its utter repudiation 
of violence, both in international and in industrial rela¬ 
tions. 

Yet it is of the Fellowship of Reconciliation Mr. 
Marvin is speaking when he says: “Sound, loyal 
American citizens see in this movement something that 
must be scotched ere the community is burned.” 

It may be well to remember that this same Mr. 
Marvin once wrote eloquently in defense of Mr. E. 
L. Doheny, of Tea Pot Dome fame. In The New 
York Commercial 9 November 26, 1926, Mr. Marvin 
said: “But in Washington the very reputation of a 
patriotic citizen is at stake. The record of the man 
is as clean as a hound’s tooth. He is the victim of 
a gigantic international conspiracy carried on in the 







United States through the aid of many who do not 
understand what they are doing. Emotion produced 
by the cry of the Pacifist has dulled our senses to na¬ 
tional loyalty. They have fallen for the vicious prop¬ 
aganda of the Internationalists—or, shall we call tjhem, 
Socialists and Communists? If legal or diplomatic red 
tape prevents the true facts being brought out in 
Washington, if the agents of foreign governments are 
stronger than our own, if a man who has devoted a 
fortune to aiding the nation is to suffer, then indeed 
is the situation serious.” The situation was serious 
indeed, so much'so that the nine radicals on the bench 
of the United States Supreme Court by a unanimous 
decision convicted Fall and Doheny of “conspiracy, 
corruption, and fraud.”
